Internal  Situation  In  Germany 
Regarded  With  Grave  Ap- 
prehension— Consider  Out- 
look Is  Most  Disquieting 

W.XSHINGTON,  Aug.  24.— 
The  intenul  situation  in 
Ccrmany.  notwithstand- 
ing recent  indications  of  some  im- 
provement, ia  regarded  in  Wash- 
inj»ton  with  prave  apprehension. 

Most  American  omcials.  for  obvious 
reasons,  have  refralneii  from  discus- 
sing the  question  publicly,  but  many 
members  of  the  House  and  Senate,  and 
others  who  have  atudled  European 
condttlona  at  flrat  hand  thla  Summer, 
agree  privately  that  the  outlook  Is 
dlsquiatlnv. 

In  broadly  representative  diplomatic 
circle.^,  too.  there  Is  a  pronounced  and 
almost  unlve!!«,-\l  note  of  dlBcourage- 
ment.  Some  representatives  of  coun- 
trlea  not  concerned  directly  with  Oer- 
maa-  aaparatleaa.-reBard  a  ehanse  <" 
Central  Burope  aa  laevltahle. 

No  Withdrawal 

In  diplomatic  circles  a  relaxation 
of  the  pressure  In  the  Ruhr  Is  not 
expected  becau.^e  rtf  what  is  regardet] 
Hit  an  Inflexible  public  opinion  In 
Franca  and  even  In  Germany,  aaid  to 
preclude  any  marked  chance  of  policy 
on  outatandlnc  quaatleaui  at  laaue.  Any 
such  chance  waa  held  to  be  impoaalble 
lonv  before  Prenaler  Baldwin  autde 
hla  initial  atatement  on  reparations  In 
what  haa  been  reaardad  aa  an  effort 
to  save  Central  Europe  from  disaster. 

In  these  circumstances  it  haa  been 
made  clear,  alnre  President  Coolidge 
aaaumed  offlce.  that  there  appeara  no 
course  open  to  the  Waahlnjrton  aov- 
ernment  with  reapect  to  Burope,  other 
than  the  one  mapped  out  uader  the 
administration  ef  President  Hardlna. 

Will  Stand  P/tl 

The  wisdom  of  that  policy  Is  re- 
garded at  both  the'  White  House  and 
the  State  Department,  aa  already  con- 
Armed  by  eventa.  There  le  ao  doubt 
WashlagtoB  oOolala  want  to  do  what 
they  can  to  help,  but  the  very  ele- 
manta  which  oonatltuta  the  areatar 
daaaer  alana  abroad  are  regarded  ^ 
increasing  the  peril  ot  say  edtawt  tO* 
ward  mediation. 

What  form  developmentu  n  Ger- 
many may  take,  is  regarded  here  as 
highly  problematical.  In  diplomatic 
clrclaa  the  dearee  of  dancer  ia  thouaht 
to  hlnce  on  the  food  altuatlon.  Al- 
though there  may  he  ample  etoeka,  it 
la  pointed  out  that  theee  may  net  be 
gaaerally  available  for  uae  beoauae  of 
aerleua  transportation  and  currency 
difAcuItias.  An  acuta  shortage.  It  la 
expected,  miaht  produce  a  public 
desperation  leadlas  to  the  vraTOSt  de- 
velop menta.

values.    Are  wc  to  understand  from 
tfcia  that  property  •wnara  wttl  not 
come  within  the  incidence  of  either 
'  an  increaacd  income  tax  or  a  tax  on 
gaaoline?  llembera  of  the  City  Coun- 
cU  ahould  be  honeat  in  their  asserva- 
tioni.   In  proposing  new  aourcea  of 
taxation  the/  ahould  aee  to  it  that 
in  the  application  of  theae  the  prop- 
erty owners  do  not  contiflue  to  bear 
greater  and  greater  burdens.  The 
property  ownera  are  also  the  prin- 
cipal income  tsx  payers.    They  are 
also  the  chiei  users  of  gasoline.  Both 
theie  aourcea  of  rtVenue,  if  tapped 
for  inunicipal  purposes,  would  hit  the 
property  owners  even    harder  than 
they  are  now  being  hit, 'and  wherein 
would  the  rentedy  for  their  ftunt 
grievance  be  forthcoming? 

It  ia  not  land  that  pays  taxation; 
it  is  the  owner.  It  is  nr.t  improve- 
ments, per  ae,  that  are  mulcted,  but 
those  who  own  those  improvements. 
It  is  the  human  factor  that  it  taxed. 
Jt  is  the  human  farinr  that,  in  re- 
spect to  property  taxation  has  felt 
the  harden  to  he  too  heavy,  and  we 
are  at  a  Io«iS  t'>  see  how  the  human 
factor  will  be  benefited  even  shoujd 
the  actual  taxation  on  land  be  re- 
duced, if,  at  the  same  time,  there  are 
imposts  placed  on  income  tax  and 
gaaoline  for  moaicipal  purposei.  The 
whole  subject  of  taxation  is  ap- 
proached in  a  cavalier  and  sciolistic 
Way  without  due  regard  being  given 
to  its  incidence.  It  ihould  be  con- 
sidered from  the  standpoint  that  it 
is  the  individual  who  has  to  pay,  no 
matter  what  is  taxed,  and  the  ques- 
tion is  how  much  the  individual  can 
bear,  not  whether  gasoline,  or  income, 
or  land,  or  improvemcnta^  can  ana* 

lain  the  impost.  Tax  legislators 
think  too  much  in  terms  uf  dead  mat- 
tera  and  too  little  in  terma  of  the  liv- 
ing organisms  that  are  aflFccted.  They 
are  callous  in  their  outlook,  and  very 
often  seek  to  delude  the  public  in 
their  so-called  aearch  for  new  suxrces 
of  taxation.  There  is  only  one 
aource,  in  reality,  namely,  the  human 
factor,  «nd  that  ia  the  oat  itkt  is 
conaidered  leait  of  all.

PUCK  OP  OAIOUNK 

I'he    Manitoba   Free   Preaa  haa 

taken  up  the  question  of  the  price  of 
gasoline   in   that  Province,  pointing 
to  what  is  happening  in  the  way  of 
reductions  in  price  in  many  parts  of 
the"  United    States.    There  is  un- 
doubtedly reaaoii  for  higher  charges 
for  the  commodity  in  Canada  than 
in  the  United  States.    There  is  the 
import  duty,  there  are  freight  rates, 
and  then  the  gallon  measure  used  in 
the  United  Statea  ia  amallcr  than  the 
imperial  gallon  used  on  thia  aide  of 
the  line    The  Kree  Press  points  out. 
however,  that  gasoline  in  tank  cars 
haa  recently  been  laid  down  in  Win- 
ntprg  at  a  ccst  of  Jt)  icnts  per  Rallon, 
which     covered    duty,     freiglit  and 
everything.    The  gasoline  is  retailed 
at  .^4  cents,  which  includes  a  Provin 
cial  tax  of  on<!  cent.    F.xcluding  tlie 
tax  there  is  a  difference  of  IJ  cents 
a  gallon  in  covering  the  handling  of 

the  gasoline  between  the  railway 
freight  yards  and  the  filling  stations, 
together  with  dealera'  profita.  "In 
other  words."  aaya  The  Free  Press, 
"the  consumer  paya  65  per  cent  more 
for  the  gaaoline  than  it  cost  to  bring 
it  into  the  city."  The  question  ul  the 
price  of  gasoline  in  British  Columbia 
is  one  in  which  our  people  are  show- 
ing an  awakening  interest  in  view  of 
the  proposal  which  came  before  the 
Union  of  B.  C.  Municipalities  that  a 
Provincial  tax  ahould  be  imposed. 
That  tax  will  prove  exceedingly  im 
popular  unless  the  price  of  gasoline 
is  reduced,  aa  it  doubtless  can  be  re 

duced  if  what  is  h»ppenin>{     in  tlir 
United  States  is  any  criterion. 

The  point  raiscd  by  Mr.  F.  B.  Tem- 
berton  advocating  the  creation  of  a 
Parks  Board  in  Victoria  ia  well  taken. 
Much  can  be  done  to  improve  our 
Open  spaces  in  the  way  of  selective 
care  in  the  planting  of  shrubs, 
flowers  and  trees.  One  matter  of 
improvement  that  would  Sf.  widely 
welcomed  and  which  should  be  kept 
in  view  wBen  finances  permit  ia  the 
installation  of  a  liRhtinR  system  in 
Beacon  Hill  Park.  That  park  lends 
itMlf  admirably  to  iMumination.  It 
IS  capable  of  beinpf  made  a  play- 
ground by  night  and  day  to  a  far 
wider  extent  than  it  is  at  present. 
Under  a  Parks  Board,  with  a  per 
sonnel  well  equipped  for  its  duties, 
the  public  would  not  grudge  an  ex- 
tra expenditure  On  improvements  at 
Beacon  Hill. 


At  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
American  President  a  few  weeks  ago 
it  might  havs  been  noticed  that  a 
number  of  flags  in  the  city  were  im 
properly  half-masted.  There  is  a 
carelessness  about  this  method  of 
showing  sympathy  that  shonld  he  cor 
reefed.  Tl""  correct  way  of  half 
masting  a  flag  is  tu  lower  it  slowly 
the  width  of  the  flag  from  the  truck 
(masthead).  The  very  act  of  lower- 
ing IS  part  of  the  ceremony  of  mourn- 
ing. Our  readers  can  alwaya  see  for 
themselves,  or  at  least  ace  approxi- 
mately, when  a  flag  isi  correctly  half 
masted.  This  is  a  matter  in  which 
the  Goveramaac  ahould  set  a  rigid 
example.

be  baaed. 

Many  Danes  think  Norway  It  op- 
posing Donmark  maraly  for  the  pur- 
pose of    lioldlng    Ita  elalma  upon 

Greenland  as  a  club  which  cxn  be 
used  in  forcing  better  terms  out  of 
Denmark  In  a  new  c(jn) mere  la  I 
treaty  which  to  be  negotiated  in 
the  near  future  The  chief  .irKu- 
ment  uae^  b>  .Vorwsy  Is  that  Its 
flsherles  might  t.e  affected  adversely 
by  recognizing  Danlah  sovereignty 
over  the  eastern  coast  of  fJre^nUnd.

The  total  Import 
and  export  trade  of  Greenland  la 
only  slightly  more  than  $1,000,000  a 
year,  and  has  docllned  sinoo  flsh  fau 
of  varlaus  sorts  ara  In  lasg  demand. 

Norwoglan  claims  upon  Qrsenland 
date  from  tha  axploi%tlons  of  -r.rXc 
the  Red"  and  Lalf  Bricsaon  in  ihe 
eleventh  century,  when  the  isiter  of 
these  intrepid  N'or^Tn^n  u  aupposed 
to  have  dlacoverad  the  American 
mainland.  In  the  fifteenth  century 
Norway  abandoned  all  communica- 
tions with  Greenland,  nnd  lata  In  the 
eighteenth  century  Donmark  bagaji 
commercial  relatlana  with  tha  lalaad 
and  oatabliehad  ita  aoloay  thors.

M.R.L.A.,  former 
lecturei^n  phyaics  at  the  Univerelty 

of  nirmlnghnm.  England,  and  manu- 
factured at  (;iaagow.  Scotland,  by  a 
nrn  of  scientlflc  Instrument  makera. 
is  now  being  used  by  blind  people  In 
the  United  States  with  very  satisfac- 
tory reeulu.  Mlaa  Maraaret  R.  Ha* 
gan,  a  bllad  graduate  af  Barnard 
College.  ColumIHa  Vniverelty,  and  an 
instiuctor  for  the  New  Jersey  Com- 
mission for  the  Blind,  has  matered 
the  use  of  optophone  As  a  demon- 
stration before  newspaper  reporters 
she  read  with  a  marked  degree  of 
facility  the  front  pafps  af  the  day'a 
New  York  World.

Motheda  of  ReaMa* 

I'o  read  h\  this  machine  the  blind 
person  lias  first  to  learn  his  sound 
alphabet,  starting  as  the  child  does 
and  gradually  acquiring  the  ability 
to  identify  the  lettera  by  their  differ- 
eat  eound  eharaoteriatlca.  This  must 
be  done,  of  ooorse.  under  the  dlree- 
tlan  of  an  instructor.  Then,  like  the 
child  again,  the  blind  man  leama  to 
re.id  cat.  rat.  and  other  simple  words. 
It  takes  simie  time  to  learn  thdse 
]lght-wa\'e,  sound-wave  a  b  c'a  and 
simple  one-syllable  words,  Thsn, 
gradual  practice  will  enabi*  the 
student  to  read  his  newspaper  until 
ha  is  able  to  go  along  at  the^epeed 
of  twenty  to  thirty  words  a  minute. 

The  newspaper  being  read  through 
the  meilliiin  of  the  f)ptophone  la 
Strapped  face  down  upon  a  slliihtjy 
carved  glaas  platf  at  the  top  of  the 
Instramsnt,  and  thus  the  light  ray 
travela  aeroee  the  print,  ona  IHm  <at 
n  time,  as  does  the  eye  af  a  aanaal 
man. 

In  the  \iHf  of  the  optophone  the 
blind  have  one  advantage  over  other 
people.  Their  sense  of  hearing  Is 
keener  and  this  enables  them  to  dls- 
tlagulah  the  alight  variations  In  the 
sound  of  dlfltsrent  lettera  wtth  greater 
ease. 

The  optophone  works  with  any 
common  stse  of  book  type,  printed 
on  white  paper,  and  while  It  will  pro- 
diicr,  sound-waves  from  ordlnar.v 
typewriting.  Iheee  are  not  so  easily 
distinguishable.  However,,  a  type- 
written page  of  large  boidface  type 
done  with  a  donee  blaek  ribbon  will 
be  aa  eaally  read  as  print.  The  opto- 
phone le  not  as  yet,  nor  la  It  ex- 
pected  to   be    by    those    who  ha\e 

chTrge  of  Ihe  Instrument  In  this 
countr>',  a  cheap  instrument  because 
of  the  deiicscy  of  Its  meohanlsm. 
However,  thoee  people  who  are  con- 
versant with  Ita  ueee  fee|  that  even- 
tually tbia  InstruRtent  may  serve  a 
distinct  purpoae  If  it  le  installed  In 
llbriirles  and  other  plaooe  of  publln 
reading  An  optophone  I)Ut  In  auch 
a  plac»  and  B'-.illahle  fo  the  use  of 
a  number  of  blind  people,  wouiti  en- 
able them  to  expand  the  field  of  their 
reading  greatly.

bushels  iBBB  thim  the  Auku.hi  <;ov- 
ernment  estimate  Moreover,  there 
was  some  uneasiness  (uer  the  (.'ana- 
dlan  reports,  there  having  been  frost 
In  some  places,  while  the  general 
tendency  of  Canadian  reporta  la  to 
revise  the  esttmatea  downward. 

Onaeeatimate  of  this  kind  was  for 
MO.000,000  bushels  for  the  three 
i-mvlnoBB  compared  to  tST.OOO.OOO 
bushelB,  the  recent  Oovernment  esti- 
mate. Trade  haa  broadened  today, 
and  we  believe  the  rising  price  ten- 
dency Is  Juatined.  Cash  prices  are 
strong  In  all  markets  for  the  choice 
wheat,  while  farmara  are  feedinc 
more  than  usual  of  the  low  grades 
mlllB  ara  takinc  the  good  wheat  at 
relatively  strong  prices,  belns  con- 
vinced, evldenth-,  that  supplies  are 
not  going  to  be  tiurden.'^onie. 

\\  ^  are  nf  the  oplnlnn.  tnoreo\er, 
that  the  Kansas  report  lowering  the 
early  estimates  will  be  followed  by 
statements  of  a  similar  kind  relative 
to  the  Wlntar  whaat  erop  and  also 
of  tha  Spring  wheat  yields  in  the 
DakotBB  and  Minnesota.  We  are 
more  than  ever  conWncod  that  the 
domeaflc  situation  cast  of  the  Rocb- 
les  will  grow  Increasingly  stronf  aa 
the  crop-year  progresses. 

Corn:  Followed  wheat  and  also 
helped  by  the  forecast  Indloatlng 
possible  froBta  In  tha  northern  por- 
tions of  the  belt.  The  cash  demand 
was  fair,  sales  were  145,000  bushels 
with  prices  relatively  ataady  to  a  lit- 
tle higher. 

Country  offeringB  are  surprisingly 
small  in  view  of  the  high  cash  prlcaa 
prevailing.  The  crop  Is  pretty  well 
assured,  and  it  would  aaem  reason- 
able to  expect  a  good  movement  from 
the  terms  if  the  stocks  were  at  all 
liberal.  If  wheat  Is  strong,  there  will 
be  little  setback  in  corn,  as  hay 
prices  are  high  and  mill  feed 
advancing  sharply. 

Oats:  Gathered  a  little  strength 
from  other  grains.  The  CBBh  trade 
was  modarately  active  with  no  indi- 
cation aa  yet  of  heavy  local  receipts 
The  caah  sales  were  i:5,noo  bushels, 
receipts  were  180  ca-rs.  On  the  dips 
thera  abould  be  good  support.  -

"The  packer  puts  in  about  20 
pounds  of  berries  at  a  time  and  10 
pounds  of  KUK  o  ,  the  barrel  u  placed 
on  a  ro(  kHr  ail  each  load  of  berries 
and  sugar  U  rocked  back  and  forth 
until  the  berries  are  coated  with  sugar. 
When  fllled,  tha  barrels  are  sealed 
and  plaeed  (n  cold  storage  within  ii 
houra.  They  are  kept  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  from  id  to  2^  degrees. 

"The  boi  rcls  are  later  shipped  Un- 
der refrigeration  to  Eaatern  points, 
and  the  new  transcontinental  time 
schedule  delivers  berries  In  Chicago 
70  hours  from  tha  time  of  shipment 
from  North  Coaat  points. 

"Bafore  the  barreling  scheme  was 
devised,  berry  growers  in  Wsshlng- 
ton  and  Oregon  had  to  rely  on  the 
fresh  market  or  canneriea  for  a  sale 
of  their  frulf  If  either,  or  both,  of 
these  outlets  were  weak,  the  berry 
culturlst  suffered  hea\'y  loae  and  he 
was  never  sure  of  profit  or  of  bresk-
